Paris Should Have a Company. 

Adjt Gen. Haly was notified by the 
Military Secretary of the War Department 
that, following the report of inspection 
just made to that department by Maj. 
Edgar W. Howe, U. S. A , on the condi- 
i lion °f Abe Kentucky State Guard, the 
organized. militia of Kentucky, is now re- 
garded as “sufficiently armed, uniformed 
and equipped for active duty in the field” 
as to entitle it to the benefits of section 14 
of the militia laws of the United States, 
and the Assistant Secretary of War has so 
ordered. 

The ruling has seemed to put new life 
into our State Malitia and they are en- 
deavoring to organize new companies in 
the leading towns of the State, and have 
succeed at Winchester and several other 
places On yesterday, Capt. W. J. Foley, 
Adjutant of the Second Regiment was in 
Paris and is very anxious for a company 
to be organized here at once. Now is the 
time for you to show your military ardor, 
for right off the reel you will go into 
camp at the St. Louis Fair from Aug. 2nd 
to 17th. The company is to be composed 
of 51 members and three commissioned 
officers. Paris should by all means keep 
up with our adjoining cities and organize j 
a crack company. Anyone desiring more 1

THE DEFENSE BEGINS. 



Gillespie Murder Trial at Rising 
Sun, Ind., Nearing the End. 



Jim Gillespie Has But the Period of 
Five Minutes to Account For to 

the Jury cn the Night of 
the Assassination. 

Rising Sun, Ind., May 20. — Contrary 
to rumor, the defense in the Gillespie 
ease did not Thursday morning move 
for the dismissal of the accused be- 
fore offering any testimony. 

Jim Gillespie has but the brief pe- 
riod of five minutes on the night of 
December 8 to account for to the sat- 
isfaction of the jury and he will go 
acquitted. The testimony of the state 
has so traced him that only these few 
minutes remain to stand against him. 
It must, in the natural course of pro- 
ceedings, be shown in the alibi to be 
presented in his behalf, where he was 
from the time that he left the kitchen 
of the Seward home until he was seen 
at the lattice gate between the Seward 
and Boyle houses. The testimony of 
Mrs. Jane Boyle fixes from the state's 
side the time period. In her testimony 
she declared that five minutes elapsed 
from the firing of the shot until she 
saw Jim with his sister, Mrs. Seward, 
in conversation at the gate. 

It is the general belief, by the line 
of cross-examination pursued by the 
defense, that it will be sought to prove 
that James Gillespie went from the 
Seward home to an outhouse and re- 
mained there until after his sister 
Elizabeth was shot, then started along 
the walk between the two houses, go- 
ing toward the front yard of his home, 
when he encountered at the lattice 
gate his other sister, Mrs. Seward, 
who, a moment before had cried out, 
“Where is Jim?” and had then said, 
“He went to the outhouse.” 

Rising Sun, Ind., May 21. — One of 
the figths the defense will make in the 
Gillespie case concerns the matter of 
the scattering of the shot in the room 
where Elizabeth Gillespie was killed. 
Testimony has been given to show 
Jim Gillespie’s gun, offered in evi- 
dence, is choke-bore in both barrels, 
and that therefore there is a check 
on a tendency of a load to spread. 

Clyde Peaslee, the city lamp tender, 
was the first witness Friday morning. 
He testified that the second day after 
the shooting he was in the alley in 
the rear of the Gillespie home. A boy 
gave him an empty shell, which the 
lad claimed he had found in the alley. 
The shell was a 16-gage. 

Peaslee says he turned the shell 
the boy gave him over to Marshal 
Overly. Russell Gibbs was the name 
of the boy who gave him the shell. 
The shell was shown the witness in 
court. He said it looked like the one 
given him, but he could not positively 
identify it. Marshal Thomas Overly 
testified he received a shell from Peas- 
lee the second day after the shooting. 
He testified the shell shown him look- 
ed like the one given him. The 
state admitted the shell presented as 
the one turned over to Dr. L. C. Cow. 
en by Overly. The purpose of the de- 
fense is to show by the empty shell 
found in the alley that the man heard 
hurrying through the alley after the 
shot was the assassin and dropped the 
shell where it was found. The shell 
said to have been found there is yel- 
low, while the shell turned over to 
tne grand jury by Barbour was green, 
though both shells are 16-gage.

ed to the stand and testified concern- 
ing the arrest of McDonald and the 
comparison of McDonald’s shoes with 
the footprint in the alley. 

Sheriff Smith related the incidents 
following the discovery of the mur- 
der, of McDonald s arrest, and of tak- 
ing the prisoner to the Jeffersonville 
jail, but said he could remember little 
1 of his conversation with McDonald. At 
this point he was asked concerning a 
statement made by McDonald and re- 
corded by Detective Reed. The de- 
fense entered an objection, which was 
sustained. 

It was rumored in the courtroom 
that this statement, which had been 
in Sheriff Smith’s custody, had disap- 
peared from his desk and could not 
be found. 

Detective Reed's testimony up to 
the time of adjournment covered mere- 
ly the incidents following the finding 
of the body and the deliberations of 
the board of inquiry. 

Bedford, Ind., May 23. — The prose- 
cution in the trial of James McDonald 
for the murder of Miss Sarah Schafer, 
stated Sunday that it would complete 
its case Monday. The opening state- 
ment for the defense will be made 
Monday afternoon or Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

The defense has not stated positive- 
ly that it would introduce the prisoner 
as a witness, but it is believed, by 
those who have followed the proceed- 
ings closely, that McDonald will take 
the stand in his own behalf. The 
greatest interest centers upon his tes- 
timony. It is noticeable that the sen- 
timent of the people of Bedford for 
and against the prisoner is about 
equally divided. 

It is reported that the defense will 
call Onis Emery, a freight conductor 
for the Monon, to testify that he met 
McDonald at 6:20 o’clock on the night 
of the murder, where both took shelter 
from the rain, under an awning, and 
that Emery went to the home of Henry 
Jamison and McDonald went to the 
Grigsby grocery store. 

FRANCE AND THE VATICAN. 

The Rupture Between the Two the All 
Absorbing Topic in Paris. 

Paris, May 23. — The recall of M. 
Nisard, French ambassador to the Vat- 
ican, is the absorbing topic. The am- 
bassador is expected to arrive here 
Monday morning, when he will confer 
with Foreign Minister Helcasse and go 
over the details of the rupture between 
France and the Vatican preliminary to 
the meeting of the council of ministers 
on Tuesday, when a further line of ac- 
tion will be determined upon. Con- 
trary to general expectation. Mgr. Ix>- 
renzelli, the papal nuncio at Paris, will 
not leave his post. 

The tone of the socialist papers in- 
dicates that a powerful element has 
urged the government to take more ex- 
treme measures. Deputy Geralt Rich- 
ard says in the Petite Republique that 
the matter must proceed until the con- 
cordat has been ended. M. Clemen- 
ceau in Laurore ridicules the granting 
of leave to Ambassador Nisard as be- 
ing wholly inadequate ana says it is a 
recall which does not recall and a rup- 
ture which does not rupture. 

The socialist paper Lanteme com- 
plains that the government has not ful- 
filled the promises made to the parlia- 
mentary leaders that a complete rup- 
ture would take place and declares 
that the leaving of a charge in the af- 
faires to carry on routine business 
with the Vatican will not be satisfac- 
tory. There is nothing to do, it adds, 
but to effect a complete withdrawal of 
the embassy and the embassy staff un- 
til not a concierge or cook remains.

— The bloody 
and mud-soaked clothing of the mur- 
dered girl was introduced in evidence 
while Sheriff Smith was on the stand. 
While it was in evidence the father 
and brother of Miss Schafer left the 
court room. The outer garments were 
matted with cinders ai^l blood, the 
underwear torn and the stockings cak- 
ed with mud along the front from the 
shoes to the knees, showing she bad 
been on her knees and had been drag- 
ged during the struggle. 

Freeland, Short and Ferry, who 
performed the autopsy, stated posi- 
tively that there were no marks on 
the body to indicate an attempt to 
coTRmit assault.

Ikerd testified that when 
he said that he believed the murderer 
was a Bedford man and if caught he 
would like to help hang him, McDonald 
seemed confused. 

Mayor Smith was recalled and told 
of visiting the cab-shed after the mur- 
der and of being present when Mc- 
Donald was arrested and when the 
plaster cast of the foot print in the 
alley was made. He also told of ac- 
company Detective Reed and McDon- 
ald to the alley when the latter was 
asked to place his foot in the foot- 
print. McDonald’s shoe and dhe plas- 
ter cast were introduced as evidence. 

Bedford, Ind., May 21. — John Stout,

Seven Persons Killed, Five More May 

Not Recover and Ten or Twelve 
Badly Injured — Concussion Felt 
For Miles Around. 

Findlay, O., May 23 . — as a result of 
an explosion in the two. drying rooms 
of the Lake Shore Novelty Co.’s plant 
here Sunday, seven persons are known 
to be dead; five are so seriously hurt 
that recovery is believed to be impos- 
sible. and 12 or 15 are injured badly. 
From reports of the physicians ten of 
the less seriously injured may die as 
a result of blood poisoning from the 
potash that was driven into their 
bodies. 

The dead: Joe Sherwood, aged 21; 

Jay Sherwood, 24; Edith Dillon, 17; 
Dean Shaw, 18; Mary Snider, 22; Es- 
tella Decker, 15; Frank Grant, 21. All 
of the above, with the exception of Es- 
tella Decker and Frank Grant, were 
killed instantly. The latter two died 
after being removed to their homes. 

The injured whom it is believed can 
not recover are: Maggie Logan, 19, 

injured by flying debris; Thomas Bock, 
struck in the back by flying barrel, 
arms and legs broken, internally in- 
jured; Claude Shaw, twin brother of 
Dean, back severely injured and ankle 
broken; Effie Peterman, caught in fall- 
ing debris and internally injured; Roy 
Peterman, badly injured by falling de- 
bris. 

Two employes are missing and are 
supposed to have been blown to atoms. 

The Lake Shore novelty works plant 1 
covered nearly ten acres of ground in 
the southwest part of the city and em- ; 
ployed nearly 200 men, women and 
children. Railroad torpedoes and 
Fourth of July explosives were manu- 
factured. Owing to the large rush of 
orders the officials of the plant request- 
ed the employes to report for duty 
Sunday. About 30 complied with the 
request. 

Sunday morning the residents of 
Findlay were startled by two explo- 
sions which shattered windows 
throughout the city. The concussion 
was felt for miles around. Two maga- 
zines in separate rooms at the novelty 
works exploded simultaneously with 
terrible reports. The exact cause of 
the explosion is not definitely known. 
It is surmised that one of the Sher- 
wood brothers, who were the only per- 
sons in the drying rooms, dropped a 
large box of torpedoes, but this theory ! 
can not be confirmed. The explosion 
occurred shortly before the employes 
j assembled for duty. At least 20 per- 
sons were on their way to the factory 
when the explosion occurred. 

Human forms were strewn consid- 
erable distance apart on the factory 
site. The remains of the Sherwood 
' brothers were found in drying room 
' No. 1; mangled and almost unrecogniz- 
| able. Their clothing was blown from 
; their bodies save a stocking on the 
| right foot of Jay Sherwood. The body 
of Edith Dillon was picked up 200 
yards from where the explosion occur- 
red. 

The news of the catastrophe spread 
like wildfire throughout the country. 
Every train and interurban car that 
has arrived in the city was crowded. 
The large plant is shattered into frag- 
ments, not a single wall remaining. 
Bricks and timber can be found for 
half a mile around. 

BENJ. GREENBOUGH’S WIDOW. 

She Brings Suit Against the Standard 
Oil Co. For About $50,000,000. 

Boston, May 23. — One quarter of a 
cent on every gallon of kerosene oil 
manufactured by the Standard Oil Co. 
since 1874 is what Mrs. Benjamin 
Greenbough claims is due her, as the 
executor of her husband’s estate. She 
has entered suit against the great cor- 
poration and the amount she hopes to 
wrest from it is estimated at $50,-#, 
000,000. 

The suit is for royalties on a product 
of Greenbough’s inventive genius. To 
him is attributed the present commer- 
cial utility of kerosene, on the ground 
that he invented the process which 
rendered it non-explosive. 

PETER C. ELLIOTT. 

His Lifeless Body Found Hanging 
From a Railroad Bridge. 

Mineapolis, Minn., May 23. — The life- 
less body of Peter C. Elliott, the man 
who was arrested several months ago 
in Washington on suspicion of being 
a lunatic with probably murderous 
designs on President Roosevelt, was 
found Sunday morning suspended 
from the girder of a railroad bridge 
in South Mineapolis . It was evident- 
ly a case of suicide. 

Bristow’s Tour. 

Dallas, Tex., May 23. — Joseph L. 
Bristow, fourth assistant postmaster 
general, is touring several southwest- 
ern states and territories, inspecting 
the workings of the rural free delivery 
of mails. 

Shaffer Re-Elected President. 

Cleveland, O., May 23. — The 29th an- 
nual convention of the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers adjourned after re-electing 
Theodore J. Shaffer as president and 
choosing Detroit as the next conven- 
tion city. 

Died From His Injuries. 

New York, May 23. — Harry D. Bab- 
cock, jr., a member of the freshman 
class of Yale, and a player on the Yala 
polo team, died at his home here Sun- 
day from the effects of an accidental 
blow on thq tea. a polo mallet. 



OUR FARM SURPLUS. 

Report of the Agricultural Department 
on the Matter. . 

Washington,- May 23. — The depart- 
ment of agriculture has issued a re- 
port on “The Nation’s Farm Surplus,” 
prepared by George K. Holmes, chief 
of the division of foreign markets. It 
gives $4,500,000,000 as a conservative 
estimate of the value of the farm 
products of this country not fed to live 
stock in 1903, on the basis of the cen- 
sus valuation. The value of the ex- 
ported farm products of this country 
in 1903 was $878,479,451 and the high- 
est value reached during the last 11 
years was $951,628,331 in 1901, due 
chiefly to cotton. The value of the 
exported farm products of this country 
is concentrated mostly in a few prin- 
cipal products. Of it in 1903 cotton 
constituted 36 per cent., grain and 
grain products 25 per cent., meat and 
meat products and live animals 24 per 
cent., these products equalling more 
than 85 per cent, of the exports 
of farm products last year. Adding to- 
bacco, the exports of which were val- 
ued at more than $35,000,000, oil cake 
meal $19,839,279, fruits and Duts more 
than $18,000,000, and vegetable oils 
more than $16,000,000, gives a total of 
eight classes of products, each with an 
export value of more than $10,000,000. 
that comprises almost 96 per cent, of 
the entire farm products of 1903. 

With recent years, ending with 1903, 
the cotton exports have been between 
three and four billions of pounds and 
the exported fraction of the crop has 
between 63 and 71 per cent, for a long 
series of years. The fraction of the 
wheat crop exported in the last dozen 
years has been about 31 to 41 per cent, 
and the exported wheat and wheat 
flour have yearly averaged somewhat 
mere than 200,000,000 bushels since 

1897, before which period for many 
years the quantity was usually 50,000.- 
000 to 100,000,000 bushels less. Only 
a small portion of the corn or maise 
crop is exported^ as corn, the highest 
percentage, 11 per cent., being for 

1898. Notwithstanding the small per- 
centage, the exported bushels reach 

100.000. 000 to 200,000,000. The beef 
exports weighed 385,000,000 pounds, 
pork exports 551,000,000, lard exports 

490.000. 000, oleo oil exports 126,000,000 
and tobacco 368,000,000 pounds. But- 
ter and cheese exports have declined 
decidedly within two or three years. 
The report says that within a few 
years the results of an enormous ex- 
tension of orchard planting will begin 
to appear and some of these results 
may be in a much increased fruit sup- 
plus for export. The exports of ani- 
mal matter are losing ground relative- 
ly with a corresponding gain by vege- 
table matter. Taking up the destina- 
tion of the surplus, the reports says 
the United Kingdom takes about one- 
lialf, Germany about one-sixth and 
France, the Netherlands, Belgium, Can- 
ada and Italy from 3 to 5 per cent, 
each. China in recent years takes a 
million dollars’ worth annually. 

MISSIONARY BISHOPS. 

The Methodist General Conference 
Elected Three. 

I.os Angeles, Cal., May 23. — It is un- 1 
officially stated Sunday that the ballot 
taken by the Methodist general con- 
ference Saturday for missionary bish- 
ops, resulted in the election of Dr. I. 
B. Scott, of Louisiana (colored), as 
missionary bishop to Africa, and Dr. 
W. F. Oldham and Dr. K. E. Robinson 
as additional bishops in Southern Asia. 
Dr. Scott’s election occasioned some 
surprise, as it was thought that Dr. 
Campor, of Liberia, would be the suc- 
cessful candidate. 

The conference on Saturday elected 
the eighth bishop in the person of Dr. 
J. R. Day, chancellor of Syracuse (N. 
Y.) university. 

NEWS FROM BOTH SIDES. 

A Daily Newspaper Will Be Published 
On Atlantic Ocean. 

New York, May 23. — In order to con- 
tinue his experiments and to perfect I 
the arrangements for the publishing j 
of a daily wireless newspaper on board 
the vessels of the Cunard line, Wil- 
liam Marconi sailed for Liverpool Sat- 
urday on the Campania. 

He arrived last week on the Cam- 
pania and he will make one more trip, 
getting things ready for the publica- 
tion of this paper. 

“The paper will be published on the 
next trip of the Campania and will be 
followed by the publication of a paper 
on the Lucania,” said Mr. Marconi. 
“We will receive news from both sides 
of the Atlantic. 

Transport Kilpatrick Arrives. 

New York, May 23. — United States 
transport Kilpatrick arrived from 
Manila via the Suez canal with 98 cab- 
in passengers and 93 government em- 
ployes, discharged soldiers, civilian 

employes and enlisted men. 



Steel Company Is Transferred. 

New York, May 23. — The formal 
transfer of the Clairton Steel Co. to 
the United States steel corporation ; 
took place in this city. The steel cor- j 
poration is now in entire control of* 
the Clairton Co. 

To Excavate a Long-Buried City. 

New Haven, Ct., May 23. — It is stat- 
ed on high authority here that the ex- 
cavation of the site of ancient Car- 
thage will probably be undertaken by 
the American school of classical stud-, 
ies at Rome. A western capitalist is 
ready to supply the funds. 

To Ward Off Bubonic Plague. 

Mazatlan, Mex., May 23. — The health 
authorities here are taking every pre- 
caution to prevent a recurrence of the 
bubonic plague here which now pre- 
vails in several of the South American 
cities.

Loss of Japs’ Warships Gives J 
Russia an Advantage. 

The Port Arthur Channel Is Free — 

Rr. Adrn. Wittsoeft Can Now Make 
Frequent Trips to the Sea 
With His Vessels. 

Washington, May 20. — Advices re- 
■ ceived at the Japanese legation from 
Tokio confirming the press account of 
the sinking of the cruiser Yoshino and 
the battleship Hatsuse, state that aft- 
er the Hatsuse had been struck by 
Russian mechanical mines a Russian 
| flotilla of 16 torpedo boats and destroy- 
ers appeared but were repulsed by the 
Japanese cruisers, which saved 300 of 
the Hatsuse’s crew, including Adm. 
Mashiba jfnd Capt. Nakao. 

London, May 20. — The Standard’s 
correspondent at Tien-Tsin cables that 
j whil6 the Japanese fleet was covering 
| the landing of troops near Kai Chau 
| on Monday, a fierce engagement oc- 
j curred at Hien Yen Cheng. Two thou- 
sand Russians were killed or wounded. 

St. Petersburg, May 21. — So changed 
is the naval situation at Port Arthur 
by the Japanese disasters, naval offi- 
cers say, that the officials would not 
be surprised should Rr. Adm. Witt- 
soeft, as soon as his “lame ducks” are 
repaired, make frequent trips to sea, 
as the late Vice Adm. Makaroff did, in 
order to harrass the enemy’s opera- 
! tions along the western coast of the 
; Liao Tung peninsula. They assert 
, that the latest advices show the chan- 
; nel to Port Arthur is free, despite the 
Japanese claim to the contrary. 

Second thoughts have caused the ad- 
miralty officials to discredit the report 
that the Japanese battleships Shiki- 
shima and Fuji have also been destroy- 
ed. It is believed that the Russian 
refugees from Port Dalny who circu- 
lated the report on arrival at Che Foo 
I Thursday, probably confounded the 
; Shikishima and Fuji with the Hatsuse 
and Yoshino. But the official advices 
do show that the Kasaga, which ram- 
med the Yoshino, was damaged; and 
the opinion prevails that she must be 
seriously injured, necessitating her 
; withdrawal from the fleet for a time. 

London, May 23. — The correspond- 
ent of the Times, on board that paper’s 
steamer Haimun, which is still ex- 
cluded from the real theater of war, 
gives a review of the present position 
of affairs and says; 

‘Reserves from Japan are being 
brought to reinforce Gen. Kuroki’s 
lines of communication which are be-« 
ing harrassed by Cossacks. 

“Gen. Kuroki appears to be waiting 
for the landing and co-operation of a 
third army. It was white holding the 
Miao Tao straits against torpedo at- 1 
tacks from Port Arthur for the pas- 
sage of transports with the third army 
that the Hatsuse met with disaster. 

“Realizing that they were effectually | 
isolated, the Port Arthur Russians j 
made their desperation an excuse for 
sowing the whole gulf of Pe Chi Li 
with floating blockade mines. * 

“It is reported that they sent 
launches and junks to drop mines in 
the paths of the Japanese warships 
and transports. The mines drifted to 
the high seas and to Chinese waters, 1 
constituting the gravest danger to neu- 
tral shipping. 

“Sunday the Haimun passed two 
floating mines within six mites of Wei 
Hai Wei. Even as the act of a desper- 
ate garrison this must be in violation 
of the law of nations.” 

Fusan, Korea, May 23. — From Chi- 
nese sources it is rumored that 2,000 
Russians have reoccupied Hsiu Yen. 
Cossacks have been seen near Kaoli- 
man and 13 miles west, none have 
been observed on the main road to 
Laio Cheng. 

The Russians are scouting on all 
sides, but $fe disinclined to fight un- 
less they are in far superior numbers 
The recent landing of the Japanese 
forces at Takushan guarantees the Ja- 
pan lines of communication. 

London, May 23. — 'The Daily Tele- 
graph Monday morning prints the fol- 
lowing dispatch, dated iviay 19, from 
its correspondent at the Japanese 
headquarters, which the dispatch does 
not locate: 

“There has been no change in the^ 
position here for the past ten days. 
Our advanced division is in touch with 
the enemy near Mao-Tienz Pass, where 
the Liao Yang road traverses the de- 
file. The Russian line extends from 
Hai Cheng to the west of Mao-Tien 
Pass.” 

Trout Have the Malaria. 

Washington, May 23. — Trout are 
subject to malaria, according to a re- j 
port just received here of an investi- ] 
gation into the cause of an epidemic j 
among the fish of that genius in’ the 
government fish hatchery, Cold Spring 
Harbor, L. I. 

Filipino Monks Expelled. 

Caracas, May 23. — The government 
has expelled from Maracaibo, 12 Span- 
ish monks who came from the Philip- 
pines. The action was taken on the 
ground that the policy of the monks is 
Incompatible with the tendency of 
modern society. 

Took His Life By Shooting. 

Newark. N. J., May 23. — 'After suf- 
fering extreme depression for several 
months because of heavy losses in 
stocks, Charles D. Lyon, 46, son of D. 
M. Lyon, who was the head of the Ly- 
on Brewing Co., took his life by shoot* 
ing. 

Torpedo Boat Struck By a Shell. 

Tokio, May 23. — During the recon- 
noissance of Port Arthur made by 
Adm. Togo on Friday of last week a 
shell hit the torpedo boat destroyer 
Akatsuki, killing one officer and 24. j 
men. - - ‘ I
